COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, (claimi originally filed and claim 2 filed 
March 8, 2004)

operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Emmons (6490842) . Emmons discloses a board or a tool consisting : 

• plywood material 12 

• wood ladder slats 14 secured by nuts and bolts to one side of the plywood 

• a non-slip material is applied to the ply wood on the slats side 

• on the opposite side an adhesive material is used to attach foam rubber 
10; see column 2, lines 10-46.
